Quelt. *r. Waerefore do the fhadows of Fire 
and Flambeaux, orTorches, yea, evn of the Sun 
it felf [hake and tremble > 

Anfw, As for the fhadow of Fire’ and 
Flambeaux, it is Notorious and Vifble that 
this trembling or fhaking, doth proceed from 
the Motion of their Luminous Bodies, For as 
they fhake, their fhadows do alfo fhake; But 
for the fhadows of the Sun, fome do alfo 
attribute it to the move nent of the Sun. Ne- 
verthelefs this is not true nor probable, for 
the fhadows of the Fire and Flambeaux do 
fhake, becaufe that they Light fhaketh, and 
does fpread from one ice to the other in 
bling unequally, and as it were Halting - 
And therefore Homer called J ulcan, the God 
of Fire, Amphigeis, thar is to fay, halting on 
both fides. Buc che Sun in its motion fhaketh 
not here and there unequally, but doth always 
equally purfe his Courfe. The true canfe 
then is, that the fhadows of the Sun do fome- 
times feem to tren ble and fhake, (for they 
truely do not fo) that rhofe little Bodies 
(which the Grecians call Zy/mata, and the La- 
tins Ramenta) are as Atoms moving Incef- 
fantly inthe Beams of the Sun, do make us 
alfo chink by their fhaking and moving, that 
the fhadows do fhake and move. This is the 
reafon that the Philofopher gives in his Pro- 
blems. 

Queft. 2. Wherefore are the fhadows of the 
Sun more fhort at Mid-day, than they are in 
the Morning, or at Evening ?

Anfw. Becaufe at Mid-day the Sun is high- 
er, aud as it were juft over our Heads, by 
yeafon of which, the Elevated Bodies do not 
{teal away fo much Light from the others, 
(to which they are oppofed, being between 
them and the Light of the Sun) as they do 
the Morning and Evening, when the Sun doth 
dart his Rays fideways, for then thofe Ele- 
vated Bodies being oppofed in Length, to 
the Sun-Beams, they do fo much the more 
fteal away the light trom the lower Bodies, 
whence proceeds the Production and Length- 
ning os the fhadows., 

Queit. 3. Wherefore is it, that fo fmall a 
quantity of Gun-Powder, can drive a Bullet fo 
far, and with fuch flrength, that tt 1s almoft a 
won “et ? 

Aijw, Becaufe, that this Powder is Com- 
buftible, which being lighted and reduced in- 
to flame. doth occupy much more fpace than 
whien it was inthe Mafs, or Lump: So that 
for to enlarge it felf, and to poffefs as much 
place as is neceffary for it, It drives the Bulict 
before it with fuch force, that it calts it very 
far; or elfe doth break and tear that it meets 
withal in its way. 

Queit. 4. Why have fome Naturally their 
Hair Curled ? 

Aafw, Ga'len giveth many Reafons ; faying, 
that the Hair doth Curl from the Hot, and 
dry Tempcranent of the Perfon ; as one 
may perceive that all fmall Bodies, long and 
{traight, dryed by the Fire, do bow and fold; 
Or elfe this may proceed ( fayshe ) frorm the 
Feeblenefs of the matter of the Hair; which 
being not able to remain ftraight in its length, 
doth bow, and bend it felf backward again. 
Or elfe according to Ariflotle, this may pro- 
ceed from the double Motion of the Matter 
ot Hairs (which is Fuliginous Exhalations) ; 
‘Lhe which being fomething Hot and Dry; 
And by this means, partaking both of an 
Earthy and Fiery quality, the Earthy tend- 
ing downwards, and the Frery upwards: It 
mult neceflarily follow, that by this double 
and contrary motion the Hair be Curled; All 
which reafons be very probable. 

Queft, 5. Of what ave Ateteors Ingen- 
dved ? 

Anfw. They are Ingendred either of Exha- 
iaions Hot and Dry, or of Vapours that are 
Hot and Moift: Or rather indeed Hot by 
Accident: And they commonly are Jngen- 
dred in the middle, or lower Region of the 
Air. ‘Thofe which are Ingendred in the In- 
ferior Region of the Air, do appear at Sea, 
and on the Earth. Such as do appear at Sea, 
are thofe Subtile and Volatile Fires, which 
pitch on the Mafts and Yards of Ships, which 
is called commonly by the Name of St. //er- 
mes, or St. Elmes Fire. Thofe which appear 
on the Land, are thofe Fires which are fome- 
times feen about Church-Yards, and .Sepul- 
chresy becaufe of the Fat, and Oyly Exhala- 
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tions that are from thence drawn up by the 
Sun; And being Agitated by tome Whirl- 
wind, are Inflamed, and doth follow fuch as 
Ride, by the Agitation of the Air. 

Queft. 6. Waoerefore doth not Mujft, or New 
and unrefined Wine, caufe Drunkenne/s ? 

Aafw. Becaufe, that it hath in it felf much 
fweetnefs, and fweet things do dull the tafte, 
and temper the force of Wine. And there- 
fore fome do ordain to fych as are Drunk, 
Hony mixed with Wine as they go to fleep: 
Or elfe it is,that the weight of the Muft,opens 
and loofens the Belly, and makes it to break 
Wind. Moreover there isa watery fubftance 
in the Muft, the which doth Evaporate in Boil- 
ing, which ts the Caufe that being evapora- 
ted the Wine doth diminifh in quantity ; yet 
neverthelefs becometh much f{tronger. 

Queft. 7. Wherefore doth Quick-filver divide 
and feparace it felf into many parts, upon a Dry, 
folid. Plain and even Body ? 

Anfw. “Vis, becaule of its fubtility which 
keeps always in motion, if the Figure of the 
place permit, by reafon of which motion and 
fubrility and activity, it is called Quick,or Liv- 
Lis.
